1. ENERGY HEARINGS IN THE SENATE 

SIMON, ZARB, AND I APPEARED TODAY BEPORE SENATE FINANCE 
IN THE KICK-OFF OF THE SENATE EFPORTS TO WRITE ENERGY 
LEGISLATION. ATMOSPHERE IN THIS COMMITTEE, WHERE OIL 
AND CONSERVATIVE INTERESTS HAVE A CONSIDERABLE VOICE, 
WAS PREDICTABLY MUCH MORE FAVORABLE THAN IN WAYS AND 
MEANS. IN ADDITION, A NUMBER OF SENATORS ARE CLEARLY 
ANXIOUS TO SUCCEED WHERE THE HOUSE PAILED. PRESIDENT'S 
OIL DECONTROL PLAN- WHICH IS THE KEY TO OUR TAKING THE 

1 F, AD AGAIN ON THE CONSERVATION ISSUE IN THE lEA, AS 
WELL AS FREEING US TO NAIL DOWN THE MINIMUM SAFEGUARD 
PRICE-DOMINATED THE EXCHANGE. 
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FINANCE COMMITTEE HOPES TO START MARKING UP A BILL NEXT 
WEEK. WE WILL BE IN DAILY TOUCH WITH THEIR STAFF. 

2. LAUNCHING THE CONSULTATIVE GROUP ON FOOD PRODUCTION 
AND INVESTMENT 
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THIS GROUP, SPONSORED BY THE IBRD, THE EAO AND THE 
UNDP IS THE KEY ORGANIZATION YOU PROPOSED TO IMPLEMENT 
WORLD FOOD CONEERENCE RECOMMENDATIONS. IT HAS ITS 
INITIAL MEETING IN WASHINGTON NEXT WEEK. I WILL BE 
U.S. REPRESENTATIVE. IN EFEORT TO AVOID THE POLITICALI- 
ZATION WE GOT AT THE WORLD EOOD CONEERENCE, I WILL BE 
MEETING IN ADVANCE WITH KEY LDC REPRESENTATIVES. THE 
KEY TO SUCCESS, HOWEVER, WILL PROBABLY BE TO GET THE 
EOCUS ON SUBSTANTIVE PROPOSALS AS QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE. 

I AM DEVELOPING A COMPREHENSIVE EERTILIZER PROPOSAL TO 
PILL THIS ROLE. 

3. GRAINS RESERVES 

OVER THE WEEKEND, I SUCCESSFULLY WORKED OUT THE KEY 
INTERAGENCY DIFPERENCES BETWEEN THE USDA AND OURSELVES 
ON GRAINS RESERVES. IT IS NOW LIKELY THAT WE CAN PRESENT 
TO YOU A DETAILED PLAN IMPLEMENTING YOUR GRAINS 
RESERVES PROPOSAL (A) WHICH USDA, TREASURY, STR AND 
OURSELVES CAN ACCEPT AND (B) WHICH DOES NOT COMPROMISE 
ANY ASPECT OP YOUR KANSAS CITY SPEECH. 

4. COFFEE AGREEMENT 

THE CURRENT ROUND OP NEGOTIATIONS POR A NEW COPPEE 
AGREEMENT ENDED AT LONDON YESTERDAY. THEY WILL BE 
RESUMED IN OCTOBER. DESPITE THE BRAZILIAN OUTBURST 

LAST WEEK, THIS SESSION CAME OUT VERY WELL FROM THE 
U.S. POINT OP VIEW. WE PLAYED A KEY AND CONSTRUCTIVE 
ROLE IN PUTTING TOGETHER A MECHANISM POR A NEW 
COPPEE AGREEMENT. THIS PROPOSAL IS SATISFACTORY TO 
THE MAJOR PRODUCERS AND CONSUMERS AND NOW WILL BE PUT 
INTO A DRAFT AGREEMENT PORM. THE MAIN OBSTACLE TO AN 
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AGREEMENT REMAINS THE INABILITY OP THE PRODUCERS TO 
AGREE AMONG THEMSELVES ON A DIVISION OP EXPORT QUOTAS. 
THE EIGHT IS PRIMARILY BETWEEN BRAZIL ON THE ONE HAND 
AND AFRICA AND CENTRAL AMERICA ON THE OTHER HAND. THE 
BRAZILIAN REPRESENTATIVE AT THE CONCLUSION OP YESTERDAY'S 
MEETING WENT OUT OP HIS WAY TO THANK THE U.S. DELEGATION 
POR THE CONSTRUCTIVE JOB IT HAD DONE.

TERMS, OFFERED THE COMMUNITY NO CHOICE BUT ENDORSEMENT. 
HE ADDED THAT THE EC WOULD ALSO FIND IT DIFFICULT TO TURN 
DOWN A TURKISH APPLICATION. CHEYSSON SAID THAT LAST 
WEEK'S EVENTS IN PORTUGAL MADE IT DOUBTFUL THAT THE COM- 
MUNITY WOULD BE READY TO APPROVE A LARGE (DOES 900 MIL- 
LION) AID PROGRAM FOR PORTUGAL PRIOR TO A FOREIGN MINISTERS

ARGENTINA PRESENTS CREDENTIALS - I ATTENDED THE ARGEN- 
TINIAN'S PRESENTATION OF CREDENTIALS TODAY. THE PRESI- 
DENT WAS GRACIOUS, SENDING HIS BEST WISHES TO PRESIDENT 
PERON. BEFOREHAND, I HAD TALKED SUBSTANTIVELY WITH 
AMBASSADOR VAZQUEZ. HE IS FEARFUL THAT VIGNES MAY HAVE 
INFLATED IDEAS ABOUT WHAT WE CAN DO FOR ARGENTINA IN ITS 
PRESENT FINANCIAL STRAITS. VAZQUEZ WILL BE GOING TO NEW 
YORK TO TALK WITH THE BANKS. I TOLD HIM THAT WE WANTED 
TO HELP AND THAT YOU AND I ENTERTAINED THE MOST CORDIAL 
RESPECT FOR VIGNES, BUT THAT IT WOULD BE WRONG TO THINK 
ANY OF US OWNED A MONEY TREE. HE SAID HE FULLY UNDER- 
STANDS THAT IT IS UP TO ARGENTINA, AND IS HOPEFUL THAT 
THE NEW LABOR SETTLEMENT IN BUENOS AIRES WILL OPEN THE 
WAY TO A NEW CHAPTER OF PROGRESS IN ARGENTINA. 

SAN JOSE - MYSTERIOUSLY, MEXICAN AMBASSADOR DE OLLOQUI 
CALLED ME FROM MIAMI. HE WAS TALKING WITH RABASA, WHO 
WAS, I THINK, IN BRUSSELS. IF I READ HIM RIGHT, RABASA IS 
FEARFUL THAT WE MAY BE GETTING OUT IN FRONT ON SAN JOSE. 

I ASSURED HIM THAT WE HAD NO INTENTION OF DOING SO, 

OR OF STEALING RABASA'S THUNDER. 

MARCONA - HEW RYAN RECEIVED A CALL FROM MARCONA MINING 
HEADQUARTERS IN CALIFORNIA CONCERNING REPORTS THAT THE 
PERUVIANS ARE PREPARING IMMEDIATE UNILATERAL ACTIONS TO 
NATIONALIZE THE LARGE IRON ORE OPERATION. APPARENTLY 
THE GOP IS IN THE PROCESS OF STRIKING A DEAL WITH THE 
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JAPANESE GOVERNMENT AND PRIVATE INTERESTS TO TAKE OVER 
THE MARCONA CONTRACTS ONCE THE NATIONALIZATION TAKES 
PLACE. UP TO NOW MARCONA HAS HAD A STRONG NEGOTIATING 
CHIP IN THE JAPANESE REFUSAL TO DEAL WITH THE GOP IN 
THESE PROPERTIES EXCEPT THROUGH MARCONA. THIS SUDDEN 
CHANGE BY THE JAPANESE COULD ENCOURAGE PRECIPITATE GOP 
ACTION. SEVERAL PERUVIAN MINISTERS AND OTHER HIGH-LEVEL 
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ECONOMIC OFFICIALS LEFT LIMA ON A FAST TRIP TO lAPAN OVER 
THE WEEKEND. MARCONA TOP BRASS ALSO LEFT FOR TOKYO THIS 
MORNING. IF THE NATIONALIZATION TAKES PLACE, IT WOULD 
PRESENT A MAJOR ISSUE IN OUR RELATIONS WITH PERU. MAR- 
CONA IS ONE OF THE LARGEST PRIVATE US INTERESTS NOW 
OPERATING THERE. 

H - ROBERT J. MCCLOSKEY 

1. ARMS FOR TURKEY. MORGAN, HAMILTON AND BROOMFIELD, IN 
AN INFORMAL SESSION WITH INGERSOLL AND JENKINS PRIOR TO 
THE AID HEARINGS THIS MORNING, WERE MODERATELY 
OPTIMISTIC THAT THEY HAVE THE VOTES FOR VICTORY IN THE 
FULL HOUSE ON THE ARMS FOR TURKEY BILL, BUT ONLY IF THE 
FRASER AMENDMENT IS INCLUDED. MORGAN AND BROOMFIELD 
EXPECT BETWEEN 80 AND 90 REPUBLICAN VOTES TOGETHER WITH 
WHAT THEY REGARD AS A HARD DEMOCRATIC FIGURE. THEY ALL 
EXPRESSED CONCERN ABOUT THE LOBBYING POTENTIAL OF THE 
GREEK-AMERICAN COMMUNITY. LATER VANIK TOLD JENKINS THAT 
HE WAS WORRIED THAT MORGAN WAS TOO OPTIMISTIC. HE 
SAID, "WITHOUT THE FRASER AMENDMENT YOU WILL BE BADLY 
BEATEN ON THE HOUSE FLOOR; WITH IT, YOU WILL HAVE A GOOD 
CHANCE." HE SAID THERE WILL BE STRONG EFFORTS TO AMEND 
THE BILL AND "ONLY IF YOU HAVE FRASER JOINING MORGAN 
AND CO. TO DEFLECT AMENDMENTS CAN YOU SUCCEED IN SAVING 
THE BILL FROM BEING COMPLETELY GUTTED." HELEN MEYNER 
ALSO SAID THAT THE BILL COULD PASS ONLY WITH FRASER'S 
SUPPORT. 

THERE WAS EVIDENCE OF STRONG OPPOSITION LOBBYING TODAY. 
PRITCHARD SAID THAT THE HILL WAS "CRAWLING WITH GREEKS " 
CONGRESSWOMEN MARJORIE HOLT TOLD ART HARTMAN THAT THE 
GREEK AMBASSADOR HAD CALLED HER TO URGE THAT SHE OPPOSE 
THE BILL. 
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HARTMAN'S APPEARANCE BEFORE THE CONSERVATIVE REPUBLICAN 
STUDY GROUP THIS AFTERNOON WAS CANCELLED BY THE GROUP. 
CHAIRMAN MARJORIE HOLT EXPLAINED THAT SHE COULD NOT 
MUSTER ANY ENTHUSIASM ON THE PART OF THE GROUP'S 
MEMBERS. SHE SAID THAT ALL HAVE CONSTITUENT PROBLEMS. 

SHE, HERSELF, WAS IN THIS CIRCUMSTANCE AND WAS NOT CERTAIN 
HOW SHE WILL VOTE. SHE DOUBTED THAT 100 REPUBLICANS 
COULD BE MUSTERED IN SUPPORT OF THE BILL.

OF PROTECTIONIST TRADE UNION VIEWS. 

3. HIRC BEGINS FOREIGN AID HEARINGS. BOB INGERSOLL 

AND DAN PARKER KICKED OFF HEARINGS ON FOREIGN ASSISTANCE 
ON A VERY POSITIVE NOTE. THE COMMITTEE IS CURRENTLY

COME UP AFTER THE AUGUST RECESS. 

4. HAWK SALES TO JORDAN. ATHERTON WILL TESTIFY BEFORE 

THE SFRC TOMORROW AND THE FASCELL SUBCOMMITTEE WEDNESDAY 
ON HAWK AND REDEYE MISSILE SALES TO JORDAN. THIS 
WILL BE THE FIRST TEST OF THE NEW PROCEDURE WHEREBY 
CONGRESS CAN NULLIFY A PROPOSED OFFER OF SALE AND WE 
ARE WORKING WITH SENATE AND HOUSE OPPONENTS. THIS 
NULLIFICATION WOULD REPRESENT AN ESCALATION OF CON- 
GRESSIONAL DIRECTION OF FOREIGN RELATIONS. ALTHOUGH WE 
BELIEVE A MAJORITY WOULD NOT SUPPORT THIS MOVE, PRESSURE 
IS MOUNTING AMONG THE MORE INTENSE SUPPORTERS OF
